MINISTRY OF THE CHURCH 


Bishop J. O. Patterson, Bishop S. 
M. Crouch, Bishop L. H. Ford, 
General Board, Bishops, Pastors, 
Elders, Dr. Anne Bailey and the 
official constituents of the 
women department, missionaries 
and sisters. 


This general Assembly owe to 
the general assembly of 1972, 
the general board and_ the 
Presiding Bishop a debt of 
gratitude because it was to this 
general board and_ general 
assembly of 1972 that Bishop 
revealed a secret that he had hid 
in his heart since the days of his 
early ministry. 


A system of Bible Colleges, 
today, this system is no longer a 
thought on the drawing board of 
his sense of constructive 
imagination, but it is a reality, 
There are Charles Harrison 
Mason Bible Colleges dotted 
across the length and breadth of 
this nation. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION — 
The Christian Church has one 
ministry, not many, the New 
Testament describes it as the 
ministry of reconciliation. 


The ministry is many faceted, it 
includes the telling of the gospel 
to mankind, the cultivation of 
worship, deeds of mercy and 
works of love, efforts to live as 
citizens of God’s kingdom while 
they are citizens of the 
kingdoms of this world. 


The education of the faithful 
and of humanity to the meaning 
of God’s activity in the world. 


No part of the ministry can be 
isolated from the whole. We can 
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single one aspect for definition 
or clarity and understanding like 
we are doing with the 
educational ministry, but this 
faceted, like all others, is integral 
to the whole ministry. 


From the beginning, education 
at work has been a vital part of 
the Church’s entire ministry. 
Education has taken place in 
homes and in market places; in 
coliseums where Christians faced 
lions; in monasteries and in 
prison; in church buildings and 
on battle fields; in nursery 
schools and universities. 


A turbulent history brings new 
possibilities and problems to 
new generations, certainly, to 
our own. The meaning and the 
method of will always shows 
recognizable continuity with the 
past. Yet we cannot simply 
repeat the thoughts or practices 
of the past because the Christian 
faith requires fresh response to 
God in every era. 


WHAT IS THE CENTRAL 
THRUST OF CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


To understand the educational 
ministry of the church, we must 
realize the faith of a community 
living in history. Christianity is 
not a package of ideas and 
beliefs that once descended from 
the clouds, nor is it a philosophy 
that any intelligent individual 
might think up for himself. It is 
the life of a community of 
people responding to God’s deed 
in Christ and God’s continuing 
activity in the world. 


Because Christianity is the life of 
a community, the Educational 
ministry is the work of that 
community. 


However, we must take under 
sincere consideration, that 
Christian Education is a 
perennial work that constantly 
changes its tactics in the swift 
paced history and may I say it 
again - I'T MUST CHANGE ITS 
TACTICS BUT NEVER ITS 
PRINCIPLES. 


For no matter what happens, or 
what changes take place in the 
various disciplines of our society 
- follow peace with all men and 
holiness with out which no man 
shall see the Lord is the basic 
criteria for going to heaven. 


However, as society becomes 
more urbanized; as machines 
take over many jobs; and men 
gain new leisures; as patterns of 
family life and week-end living 
change, the church will seek new 
forms of Christian education. 
Some of these may be as 
different from the best modern 
schools as the modern school are 
different from the medieval 
monasteries. We must admit that 
the experimentation and new 
techniques are in order. 


No church today teaches exactly 
the doctrine of their founders - 
be they ruderfors, Augustine, 
Calvin or Mason. And the 
churches of tomorrow will not 
teach exactly the doctrine of 
today. 


The church needed centuries to 
discover that the ethics of the 
New Testament called for the 
abolition of slavery. Future 
generations of Christ, Educators 
and students will discover new 
meaning in the Christian ethic 
that are now hidden from us. 


Certainly some of our beliefs 
and practices will seem as 
irrelevant to them as ours are of 
those of yesterday. 


This whole assembly will admit 
that in just a short time, a 
number of changes have taken 
place among the majority of us. 
We believe now that a radio is 
almost a necessity and_ the 
television is another source of 
communication. 


' The Church, because it is a living 


church, learns to meet head-on 
every situation. There is nothing 
shameful in this fact. The church 
has always learned to adapt. But 
some adaptation means fidelity; 
some means apostasy but 
Christian theology will have no 
trouble knowing the difference. 


We can say that the Educational 
ministry will be most authentic 
when the church understands 
God and itself in the light of 
Jesus Christ and his ministry of 
reconciliation. 


The last analysis - GOD IS THE 
EDUCATOR - He may teach 
men in the most unexpected 
ways and places. It is not for us 
to prescribe his ways of 
operating. THE WIND BLOWS 
WHERE IT WILL — AND YOU 
HEAR THE SOUND OF IT.

of the churches need the men, 
same as the men need the 
women. 


The businesses of Great Falls 
were very, kind to contribute 
door prizes which I know helped 
the tickets to sell, and Holiday 
Inn gave us space to have the 
show. God blessed us to have the 
show October 21, 1973, but it 
seems I am yet being stirred

Throughout the year people 
travel from one place to another; 
some site seeing, some visiting 
friends and relatives, and others 
just taking pleasure trips. 
Seemingly more people travel in 
the warm summer months than 
at any other time of the year 
and each traveler is inspired by 
different motives. In the event 
of news of low sickness or death 
of friends or relatives, some 
travel on the spur of the 
moment, whereas others 
traveling has been predetermined 
by Holidays, Family reunions, 
vacations, resort area, etc. 
Looking particularly at those 
who travel by predetermined 
motives, we find that these 
people are more often better 
prepared to travel. Moreover, 
these people have more time to 
plan and map out methods of 
travel, route of travel, and make 
sure reservations with hotel, 


motel, family or friends for 
lodging upon arrival at 
destination. 


From the time man fell from 
grace and was cast out of the 
Garden of Eden, he became a 
spiritual traveler enroute to a 
spiritual home, be it Heaven or 
Hell depending upon his 
adherence to God’s laws, 
commandments, ordinances, and 
Word. Surprisingly, many people 
spend their few appointed days 
of life enjoying and _ being 
wrapped up in this worlds cares 
and pleasures that they ignore 
their Spiritual welfare and are 
not ready and unprepared to 
meet God in the day of 
judgement. Most assuredly some, 
if not but a very few, are not so 
wrapped up in this worlds cares 
and pleasures that they would so 
dare ignore their Spiritual 
Welfare. These people began 
even while they yet live to turn 
their hearts, minds, and thoughts 
toward Heaven. 


As the natural traveler who is 
advantaged or takes advantage of 
advance notices of travel can 
better prepare to travel; so can 
the spiritual traveler who takes 
advantage of advance notices of 
death is advantaged in the day of 
Judgement. For ones destiny 
after death is predetermined by 
ones life on preparation before 
death. The one who travels on 
the spur of the moment, as 
opposed to the traveler with 
predetermined motives doesn’t 
have fully enough time to 
answer the following questions: 


What route does one take to 
Heaven? 


“And an highway shall be there, 
and a way, and it shall be called 
the way of holiness; unclean 
shall not pass over it; but it shall 
be for those: The wayfaring 
men, though fools shall not err 
therein.” (Isaiah 35:8) 


What are the signs leading to the 
right Highway? 


“Enter ye in at the strait gate: 
for wide is the gate and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to 
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destruction, and many there be 
which go in thereat:” 

“Because strait is the gate and 
narrow is the way, which leadeth 
unto life and few there be that 
find it.” (Matthew 7:13, 14) 


By what means does one travel 
on this Spiritual Highway? 


“Jesus saith unto him, I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me.” (St. John 14:6). 


“That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved.” 
(Romans 10:9) 


“For with the heart man 
believeth unto righteousness: 
and with the mouth confession 
is made unto salvation.” 
(Romans 10:10). 


“The next day John seeth Jesus 
coming unto him, and _ saith, 
Behold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sins of the 
world,”’ (St. John 1:29) 


“For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being: as certain 
also of your own poets have 
said. For we are also his 
offspring.” (Acts 17:28) 


Just a few other points to 
consider in that great day of 
Judgement when every idle work 
must be given in account, 
Matthew 13:26. The final 
Judgement of God will not rest 
on what one says in word but 
rather ones deeds. Entry to 
Heaven will not rest with ones 
desires but whether or not ones 
name appears on the official 
register of Heaven called Book 
of Life. 


To make this point very clear 
beyond a shadow of a doubt, let 
us briefly consider the natural 
hotel. 


The natural hotel is only 
capacitated to hold just so many 
people. The hotel register is used 
to keep tract of the number of 


people in the hotel at any given 
time and to insure rooms that 


are vacant to those who have 
reserved rooms and not 
exceeded the hotel capacity. 
Heaven is a Spiritually prepared 
place for Spiritually prepared 
people who suffer and live for 
God. The Book of Life assures 
them a place of eternal rest, in 
reference to Revelations 20:15.

This 
is a halfway house operated 
specifically for men _ being 
released from State and Federal 
institutions. The church has 
leased the church parsonage to 
the Progress House Association. 
The house is designed to prepare 
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probationers, and 
ex-convicts for their re-entry 
into society as useful and 
self-relient individuals. The 
Progress House is also recognized 
by the courts and probation and 
parole officers as an alternative 
to incarceration. This is a three 
to six month rehabilitation 
program offering both room and 
board, one-to-one counseling 
and group therapy by qualified 
members of the staff and 
spiritual guidance by staff also.
